A MISTAKE TO AVOID 
Apparently some cnpltal lawmakers are 
already arguing thot If the Korean war ends 
the defense program can be curtailed, with 
consequent easing o( Intlationary forces. 

The men whO take this position appear to 
have missed the point of the rearmament 
effort. It Is only Indirectly related to Korea. 
Its primary aim Is to prepare the United 
States and Its allies for 'possible war with 
the Soviet union. . 

Viewed in the perspective of general ^ar 
and Its huge armament demands, Korea la a 
drop In the bucket. , Had our concern, been 
almply to supply, the armies Hghtlns there, 
our vast reannament would never have been 
undertaken. 

peace In Korea would not end the threat 
of Russian aggression, any more than did the 
lifting of the Berlin blockade. Right now. In 
fact, the trouble In oU-rlch Iran Is a po- 
tentially greater menace to western security 
than anything that might happen In Korea. 
And who can say where new difficulties may 
Xlare tomorrow? 
-- Nothing In th« world picture warrants any 
glib optimism either In congress or anywhere 
else. Wb are engaged In a long-term struggle 
with Russia, and we must be ready to lock In 
global combat with the reds at any time In 
the next decade or more. 

Suppose we should win In Korea and then 
congress should gradually put the brakes on 
our rearmament program until It has ground 
to a halt. What if Russia thereafter sud- 
denly moves Into Iran, or strikes against 
Yugoslavia? Bo ve then go through the 
wholB painful process again? How many 
tlmea can you start and stop a great rearma- 
ment prflgram without producing serious dis- 
locations In the economy? 

This contest with Russia is a test of 
whothsT vo are men or boy*. No adult cltl- 
len who understands the nature of our com- 
munist enemy would think seriously of 
abandonliig the delense program because , we 
had managed to turn back one small aggres- 
vlve thrust— In Korea.

The Chinese led army, long famed as a 
mlMtonuy for peace, with a few embarrassing 
. •secptloni, will enter Tibet to strengthen the 
tutlonal defenM. 

Tibet's own troops will be reorgapJawTand 
tbsorbed by the "liberation" angyVwilch will 
take over the burdensome chore of defending 
nbet against Its "ImperlaUst enemies." 

To assist In these tasks, the Chinese reds 
, graciously consent to send a military com- 
mand and a political and military commls- 
alon Into the country. 

The people's republic, so-called, also 
promises to relieve Tibet of the onerous 
responsibility for conducting Its own foreign 
affairs. ^ 

In lending all this "help," the communist 
rulers say they'll let the Tibetans rvm their, 
own internal affairs, will preserve religious 
freedom, protect the present position of the 
young Dalai Lama, undertake a development

It all sounds wonderlul, doesn't it? But 
what does It really mean?
